When half way to the base of the 
ridge canister began to make fearful 
chasms in their ranks. A battery sta­ 
tioned on Little Round Top reached 
its lines lengthwise. 
The infantry of 
Hancock’s line had been commanded 
to reserve its rifle fire until 
the 
Confederates were close enough to 
make it deadly effective. Pettigrew’s 
men ou the extreme left of the charg­ 
ing column first met this terrible fire 
and began to waver. 
They had been 
severely shaken by the artillery shells 
in the first few hundred yards of their 
march, and the bolts hurled at close 
quarters sent them back in masses. 
When the right flank of Pickett’s 
column became exposed by a change of 
direction Stannards Vermont brigade 
rushed into the gap between Pickett 
and Wilcox and poured in an oblique 
fire. This fire caused Kemper’s Confed­ 
erate brigade to crowd toward the cen­ 
ter of the column. Being pressed In 
front by musketry fire at close range, 
many of Kemper's men surrendered, 
others retreated, and still others con­ 
tinued to crowd together. However, the 
brigades of General L. A. Armistead 
aud General R. B. Garnett pressed on 
up the ridge in spite of the death deal­ 
ing bolts hurled at them on all sides 
from Hancock’s line. 
Armistead, leading the van, leaped a 
stone wall, waved his sword with his 
hat on it and shouted to the hundred 
men who were at hie heels, flaunting 
their battleflugs, ‘‘Give them the cold 
steel, boys!” He laid his hand upon a 
gun in Gibbon’s line. A Confederate 
flag was w aved triumphantly here far 
a few minutes. 
That flag marked the high tide of the 
Confederacy. Armistead was shot down 
beside the gun he had taken.

One of the simplest hard cements Is 
the well known mixture of litharge 
and glycerin made to a stiff paste. 
It 
sets hard as a rock and is oilproof. 
A 
solution of water glass mixed with 
powdered calcium carbonate serves the 
same purpose. 
A mixture of boiled linseed oil and 
fire clay resists acid better than most 
cements, though sulphur melted with 
glass powder is also ranked as very 
resistant to chemicals in general. 
A good stone cement is made by mix­ 
ing two parts of magnesium oxide, one 
port of magnesium chloride, powdered 
stone to suit as a filler and water to 
make a stilf paste. 
Basic magnesium 
chloride results.—Scientific American.
